51 PERSONS KILLED 


IN CAR ACCIDENTS 


Motor accidents look 51 lives in 
this province last year, according to 
information received from the prov¬ 
incial secretary’s department by the 
Alberta Motor Association. In the 
previous year the death toll was 56. 

The number of deaths emphasizes 
the need of greater care being exer¬ 
cised by motorists, in the opinion 
of officials of the A M.A. 

Many of the fatal accidents were at 
level railway crossings, while others 
were highway crashes due to glare 
of lights or other causes. 

Last year thousands of copies of a 
pamphlet dealing with safe driving 
and Issued by the A.M.A. were dis 
tributed to license applicants by the 
provincial secretary's department. 
During the fiscal year ended March 
31. 1917, there were 481 conviction* 
in Alberta for violations of the Crim¬ 
inal code and 3.614 for infringements 
of the eVhiclcu and Highwa yTraffic 
Act. 

Recently, the B.C.M.P. announced 
that regulations as to glare head* 
lights will bo strictly enforced, in 
view of tho increased number of acc¬ 
idents on provincial highways.

WHAT ADOPT THK PCTritft 

The crime against the soil is a 
crime equal to any crime against hu¬ 
manity. Misuse of soil Is reducing 
individuals to morons, communities 
to poverty, nations to decay ami 
may as Malthas predicted years 
ago make the world a place in whi¬ 
ch population would outstrip food 
supply. 

Recently there "as reproduced in 
‘‘The Rotation,” the picture of n 
moronic bov leaning against a run¬ 
down shack. In the background, 
-ome pitiful attempts at beautifica¬ 
tion, In the distance an eroded hill¬ 
side. A scene 01 futility and despair. 
All thtnugh Igtinranr-o of soil con¬ 
servation. 

The clime is none the less be¬ 
cause of its Imperceptible creeping 
in. like a thief in the night. The cri¬ 
me Is none the less because 
no one person can be accused of It. 
Soil decay comes on like old age. 
and many think that life is too sho¬ 
rt to assume responsibility for some¬ 
thing so subtle as soil decay. Tin* 
other day a man said to me. "lien 
it was called to Ills attention that 
because of soil drilling Ills land was 
not ycllding what it should—“Oh to 
hell with it. I wont need It much 
longer!'* 

We "ill lia\e to assume individ¬ 
ual responsibility or outside techni¬ 
cal control — perhaps both. In Eng- 
laud todaj no POOR farmer is all¬ 
owed to operate a farm. The prac¬ 


tise of state control of some kind 
hi respect to soil may well spread 
to other parts of the world. 

We ha\o had in this district the 
experience of unqualified direction 
of resources. It might he said that 
social acceptance is no guarantee of 
ability. It is very often Just the re¬ 
verse. The same mistaken are still 
going on the direction ol the 

technical aspects of our civic life by 
unqualified people. The result Is 
that the town of Raymond and its 
enviorns presents the appearance of 
a feu, dump ground and an tin- 
cleaned hog pen — because of the 
ignorant handling of water and soil. 

THEN WHAT !?! 

We submit the following: first the 
hiring of a first class hard boiled 
engineer by the combined town conn 
ell. municipal district and irrigation 
district: secondly, the passage of 
such orders by the aforesaid coun¬ 
cils as will: properly drain the town 
and district by provtdeing drainage 
canals: eliminate seepage hv doing 
away with ponds — even to the 
point or rontroling those on private 
property where they are deemed a 
public menace; the substitution of 
wells for ponds as a source of stock 
water supply: ADEQUATE culverts 
In proper places In fills and road 
and the caieful grading of bar-pits 
to these culverts. Administration of 
penalties to individuals who do not 
respect the need. 

To the individual farmer on tho 
land we submit: private drainage 
ditches connecting the co-operatively

In March of 1906 Mr. Fawns was 
called on n long term mission to 
the Western States where he labor¬ 
ed for 2 years. This was his second 
mission ns lie had filled a two year 
mission for his church before com¬ 
ing to Canada. 

In Inter years Mr, Fawns sold his 
interests in the farm and bought a 
house and lot in town which is now

W. Kirkhani in the Stake, or eastern 
circuit of the Y.M.M.I.A. When the 
Taylor Stake was organized in 1903 
he was chosen 2nd counselor to Bish¬ 
op John F. Anderson, lie was a car¬ 
penter by trade and helped build I he 
big barn on the old Ray Knight 
place which burned down. 

He helped build the Ellison Mill in 
1902 and the Sugar Fac tory in 19**3. 
lie worked on the school board for 
several years and was active in the 

L'.F.A. He was active as a teacher 
Tn the Rundfty kcYl*r»ol and other or¬ 
ganizations. So successful "as he as 
a leader t hat in November 1901 lie 
was sustained bishop of the Stirling 
Ward. Jlo took charge of liis first 
meeting as bishop November 27, 1904 
which "us his 29tli birthday.

TRANSPLANTING HINTS 

There will be little difficulty in 
transplanting if one realizes that tin* 
important thing is to keep roots 
from being exposed to the all*, He- 
cauae this will weaken, if not kill 
the plant, proffesHlotuil nurseiymen 
are careful to wrap all roots in moss 
fibre, or keep some of the original 
soil around them, and they also 
keep them moist. 

In every garden there is a lot of 
transplanting work to do. ’Tomatoes 
cabbage, petunias, marigolds and 
annual flower and vegetable plants 
will have to he taken from green¬ 
houses and set out in the garden. 
There will be nursery stork, like 
fruit and ornamental trees, rose bush¬ 
es,^ shrubs etc-., to ho moved or 
bought and plafitcd. Often too, in 
thinning certain flow-era or vegetabl¬ 
es planted from seed in the open, it 
is possible to salvage the plants 
taken out.
